rived a few h ours earlier. 
Col. Baca-Valle» w as put to dea-th 
after conviction by a court m artial on 
the charge of h av in g tak e n part in 
the massacre

near Santa Ysabel a week ago Mon­ 
day. 
While Baca-Valle» w as being exe­ 
cuted the body of G eneral Jose Rod­

"HereV a* the ser|«tnt call«d tie roll 
oc the moroiaf we awoke betide tbe 
Potomac. There WH an «v«n hundred 
as w» marched away—a* we took our 
first turn at picket—as we first (icht«d 
the eaemr. at we went i*to battle for 
tbe Brat tine. After tke roar of Jtini 
had died away and tbe dead had been 
buried, ooljr elghtr-nine men answered

A few weeks went by, and we stood 


shoulder to shoulder In battle line 
again, and when the sergeant called 
the roll, now only seventy-eight men

Then came Cold Harbor and the fall- 


:ux back to Malvern hill. Cannon 
boomed and musketry cracked all day 
Ion; and far into the night. Wounded 
men cursed and groaned as they limp- 
ed away or fell hclplesn—men pitched 
forward with but a single cry and 
died with their faces hidden in tke 
weeds and crate. After UalrenkHill 
the sergeant called the roll again—not 
the same sergeant as before, for he 
was lyiiifj dead in tbe thickets at Fair 
Oaks—and this time only fifty-two men 
answered "Here:" 


And »o could you wonder thai when 


recruits came down to us *e looked 
upon them as intruders, eren though 
they were good men and true, and 
hid come to help us win victories? 
Their names were called with ours, 
and ive heard them answer "Here!" 
Cut they were only with us, they 
could not be of us. They had c*me 
too late. 


And at last came Apptmattoz and 


the surrender and then peace and the 
return to Washington. We were al- 
most a fnll company again aa we turn- 
ed out—on the meadows of Arlington 
for the last roll call. Upward of sev- 
enty living men could hare answered 
"here" to their names. 


"Fall in, company G. Attention to 


roll call!" 


It was not the sergeaat wko had 


called the roll after Fredericksburg. 
after Chancellorsvilie, after Gettys- 
burg. Jt was a new man—one who had 
been promoted before his cheeks had 
scarcely been burned by the southern 
sun. But he had heard of the ties 
which bound the old veterans together 
—he realized i\hat this last roll call 
meant to the survivors. And from the 
musty ai chives of the past he took the 
roll of the dead and called: 


"Aniou, Armstrong. Armitager No 


one replied. 


"Berry. Bloomiugdale, Benson, Bar- 


ston. Benbam!'' Xo one replied. 


"Cary. Carter Carnahan, C urn m Ings. 


Corrwock:1" JVo one replied. 


And so he called, and so the silence 


of the death roll gretir deeper. 


"Young Teomans, Yager:" No ono 


replied 


"York!" 
"lit-re. 
And sn he of all was tfee sole survlr- 


nr. the ia'-t living man of company G, 
the onlj nne who had a richt to stand 
there in that line and answer to the 
last roll call. The others—ninety and 
nine—were crippled at home or sleep- 
ing their last sleep on the hillsides, in 
the valleys, in the forests and the 
thickets of Virginia 


Tbe line cheered him as he stood 


apart, the last survivor of a glorious 
band which had fought in a dozen bat- 
tles, hut he turned his head away and 
wept 


Perhaps no act of war engendered 


more bitterness than the burning of 
the barns and houses in the Shenan- 
doah valley under Sheridan's official 
order 


•No •warning vras given unless the 


great clouds of smoke rising up here 
and there to signify destruction were 
taken as warnings of what was to 
come. \ squad of men galloped up, 
the women and children -were told the 
substance of the order, and the match 
was applied.
